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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office action is responsive to the following communication: Amendment filed on 16 July 
2007. 

2. Claims 1-4, 8, 15-19, 23, and 30 are pending and present for examination. Claims 1 and 16 are 
in independent form. 

Response to Amendment 

3. Claims 1, 8, 16, and 23 have been amended. 

4. Claims 5-7 and 20-22 have been cancelled. 

5. Claims 9-14, 24-29, and 31-33 have been withdrawn. 

6. No claims have been added. 

Claim Objections 

7. Claims 1 and 16 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claims 1 and 16 recite, 
in lines 17 and 19 respectively, "a quite request." It is believed that said recitation was intended to read 
as *a quit request." Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 101 

8. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

9. Claims 1-4, 15-19, and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claims are directed toward "a method of recovering an 
application" and are non-statutory because they fail to produce a "useful, concrete and tangible result." 
See State Street, 149 F.3d at 1373, 47 USPQ2d at 1601-02. MPEP 2106. "The claimed invention as a 
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whole must accomplish a practical application. That is, it must produce a 'useful, concrete and tangible 
result" (emphasis added). It is noted that the claims recite a method step wherein a third determination 
is made. However, the claims fail to recite a method wherein a result is produce when the "third 
determination" is not true. Therefore, wherein the third determination is found not to be true, the claims 
as recited would fail to produce a "useful, concrete and tangible result." 

Furthermore, while the inclusion of claims 8 and 23 would resolve the aforementioned issue, it is 
noted that said claims fail to recite a method step wherein a "useful, concrete and tangible result" is 
produce when the fourth determination is not true. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 8 and 23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
